has often Told you, his Pen is lifted in the 
Service of Truth 5 and as there fhall be no- 
thing but Truth, as near ashe is able, in his 
Paper; fo no Truth fhall be fo plain, fo 

reat, or fo Terrible, but he will Dare to 
Freak it; and he Claims to be Judge of the 
Seafon of it, becaufe he runs the Venture of 
the Confequence. 

To tell us of the Danger of the Church 
of England, from a Proteftant Queen; a 
Queen ever Profefling, ever Pra@ifing, ever 


Pioufly Adhering to the Church of England's 
Principles, has fo much Contradi&tion in it, 
is fo Rude and Abfurd, that it really Expofes 
your own Party ¢o the Ridicule and Con- 
tempt of the meaneft People in the Nation. 
And Vl tell you a fhort Story, juft 
happening upon the Spot on the Occafion of

The more the People hear of this 
Ridiculous Stuf, the more their Eyes- muft 
be Opened ; and in time their Averfion to 
your Doétrine, fo Encreafe, that {mall Pro- 
vocations may fead them to Treat you as you 
Deferve. 

Totell us, the Church isin Danger from a 
Proteftant Queen, from the Church of Eng- 
Jand Lords, who when ever fhe was in Dan- 
ger, always Appear’d for her ; who never 
Abandon’d her Communion, who have been 
in High Places of Truft now fometime, and 
cannet be Charg’d with Attempting any

Had their Pretences been from the Di/- 
Senters, from the Whigs, that they were go- 
ing to pull] Down the Church,-or that they 
were in Danger of the Church from her Old 
Antagonifts the Republicans ; the Cry might 
be fomething Rational, and the Clergy 
ought to be Excufed for looking to them: 
felves. 

But tu pick out Moderate Men, to fingle 
out Moderation, as the Enemies of the 
Church ; to fay, that the Men of Thought, 
Religion, Honour, and Piety, fhall be the 
Men that Endanger the Church, thefe are 
Intolerable Things, Things that no Man can 


Defend, or take up the Caufe of their Dil- 


cretion. 

So that nothing can Excufe, nething can 
bring off the Party from the Eternal Scandal 
of Folly and K—ry.

Ger, is not. fuch a Chimera as se People 
will-have it to be, but the Great Debate will 
lie, Who is this Church in. Danger of ? 

In running thro’ the vaft Number of the 
Church’s real Dangers, the Defcription and 
Charaéters of her real.Enemies ought to 
come in my way, and fome Satyr might be 
their Due, as they come upon the Stage.
